amendment to the tariff bill which 
would have declared this country ’s 
intention to g rant Independence to 
the Philippines soon and call an 
international conferece to ag ree to 
respect that Independence. 
The vote was 63 to 19. 
As on y esterday when the senate 
rejected the King amendment to 
g rant Independence after the Is­ 
lands had formulated a constitution 
opponents today said the vote could 
not he interpreted as a test on the 
independence q uestion. 
Some of them said that while 
favoring Independence, they voted 
ag ainst 
the 
amendment 
because 
they did not believe such an impor­ 
tant m atter should become involved 
in consideration of the tariff. 
The amendment would have re­ 
q uested the 
president 
to 
invite 
other g overnments to send repre­ 
sentatives to a conference to con­ 
sider an ag reement ta “respect the 
independence and territorial integ ­ 
rity of the Phillippines.“ 
Opening the opposition, Senator 
Karkley , democrat, Kentucky , said 
the proposal on its face was “ridic­ 
ulous.” He would not vote for it, he 
said, because In the first place it 
had “no business” in the tariff bill. 
Barkley said he had voted y es­ 
terday for the rejected amendment 
of Senator King , democrat, Utah, 
which would have 
g ranted 
Inde­ 
pendence after a constitutional con­ 
vention had set up a form of g ov­ 
ernment in the islands, adding he 
favored independence but doubted 
the propriety of such a q uestion 
being Injected into the tariff de­ 
bate.

The fact that these same bank s had 
refu sed Waggoner accommodations 
to the Tellu ride hank in the hou r 
of need has “borne heavily u pcm 
his mind" Campbell told the cou rt.

Robin Hood stealing from the rich 
to give to the poor.

More Revenue 
To Business Here 
Through Airport 


(Continued from page one) 


prev alent in Europe that it Is nec­ 
essary for the gov ernment or the 
community to subsidize the av iation 
industry and to supply ports for 
airlines, etc., to operate. 
Commer­ 
cial airport dev elopment has only 
begun in a small way in most com­ 
munities, because it is only during 
the past few months that business 
has begun to realize the enormous 
potentiality of commercial dev elop­ 
ment of landing fields for all types 
of aircraft. 
The v arious activ ities on airports 
from which the airport companies 
will deriv e rev enue, are as follows: 
Transport 
lines 
including 
the 
care and maintenance of ships and 
serv icing of the ships as well as the 
handling of pas.sengers and serv ic­ 
ing of the passengers on almost an 
exactly correlated basis to that of 
serv ice av ailable in railroad and 
steamship terminals. 
Airports for 
the handling of transport business 
must ha%*e adequate hangar facilit­ 
ies, runways, and other technical 
equipment adequate to handle the 
transport operations of the ships; 
and also must hav e terminal build­ 
ings equipped with dining facilities, 
rest rooms, barber shops, beauty 
parlors, news stands, check stands, 
ticket offices, and all the additional 
serv ices including automobile and 
bus and taxicab serv ice to the com­ 
munity or the hotel district, just 
as is prov ided for rail passengers. 
The flying serv ices must also be 
cared for, in that many companies 
are springing up all ov er the coun­ 
try with 
airplane.s 
av ailable 
for 
charter trips from one city to an­ 
other or from one side of the con­ 
tinent to the other to expedite busi­ 
ness, to sav e the liv es of the peo­ 
ple in the transportation of doctors, 
medicines, 
and 
other 
necessary 
things of such nature; and for gen­ 
eral social flying purposes and bus­ 
iness use. 
Flying serv ices must 
hav e hangars and facilities for the 
care of ^heir ships. 
Schools, the largest and most Im­ 
portant things in the dev elopment 
of av iation today, must be serv ed 
on airports in such a manner that 
their operations and the practice 
flights and landings of their stud­ 
ents will not interfere with the 
operation of transport serv ices and 
other 
passenger 
carrying 
enter­ 
prises. They must, howev er, be ser­ 
v ed with modern, well-constnic4rl 
buildings, designed in anticipation 
of the future dev elopment of the 
industry and of the future dev elop­ 
ment of the schools. 
Schools must 
be prov ided with the finest type of 
most stable ships, in order that their 
students’ safety may be protected; 
and adjacent to big airports where 
schools are located, there must be 
euxiliary fields from which the stu­ 
dent can practice their take-offs and 
landings, and their necessary 
in­ 
structional flying, in order that they 
be remov ed from the air immediate­ 
ly ov er airports handling transport 
and passenger business. 
The growth of the flying school 
in the ETnited States, thus far. has 
been rather mushroom; in that un­ 
official and unapprov ed schools hav e 
grown up rather freely all ov er the 
United States. 
The demand for 
pilots is constantly increasing and 
will 
continue to increase for a 
number of years, in order that fly­ 
ing may be made safe. 
The De­ 
partment of Commerce is establish­ 
ing adequate inspection serv ice for 
schools and communities; and the 
Chamber of Commerce are beginning 
to inspect and to approv e or dis­ 
approv e of the v arious schools that 
are organized and already a num­ 
ber of v ery large corporations hav e 
set up school organizations through­ 
out the country which are staffed 
with the best of pilot instructors 
and adequate and safe equipment 
under proper 
inspection 
of 
both 
their own organizations and the 
gov ernment; in order that the safe­ 
ty of our young men who are tak­ 
ing up fljing may be assured. 
Those schools must be serv ed. 
They must be supplied with the re­ 
quisites of the physical operation 
of the aircraft, as well as with 
facilities 
for 
the 
comfort, 
care, 
housing and feeding of their student 
personnel, and their mechanical per­ 
sonnel and their instructors. 
Av iation schools bring to to the 
communities in w*hich they are lo­ 
cated a considerable influx of mon­ 
ey; not only the money on which 
the students liv e, paying their ex­ 
penses of actual liv ing while in the 
community; but they bring, also, 
large personnel from elsewhere to 
liv e in the community and instruct 
these students, care for the aircraft 
and carry on the adv ertising and 
promotional 
business 
that 
takes 
place there.

CARE OF PULLET? 
INFLUENCES EGGS 


F'owlt Should Be Developed 
Grad ually to Save Vigor. 


Their 
care 
an d 
man agemen t 
largely d etermin es the egg prod uc­ 
tion to be expected from pullets 
through the win ter mon ths. 
To force the growth of pullets 
by the con tin uous use of a heavy 
protein d iet Is poor practice, says 
O. C. Ufford , exten sion poultry spe­ 
cialist of the Colorad o Agricultural 
college. 
They should d evelop grad ­ 
ually so as to have bod y vigor for 
the lon g an d con tin uous period of 
heavy egg prod uction . 
The n ormal growin g period for 
breed s of the Leghorn type is from 
five to six mon ths when properly 
man aged an d fed , Ufford poin ts 
out. Plymouth Rocks, Wyan d ottes 
an d Rhod ^ Islan d Red s require from 
on e to two mon ths lon ger for their 
n ormal growth. 
A good plan of man agemen t Is 
to hatch early an d start feed in g a 
growin g mash when the chicks are 
three or four weeks old , an d con ­ 
tin ue It un til they are three or four 
mon ths old . 
When the pullet’s 
comb begin s to turn a bright red 
is good In d ication to cut d own on 
an imal food . 
After this, a slower 
growth of the egg organ s Is d esired . 
It can be secured by elimin ation 
of the milk an d the meat meal In 
the mash. 
For on e or two mon ths prior to 
the time it is d esired to brin g the 
pullets in to prod uction , Ufford rec­ 
ommen d s a ration as follows: Corn 
meal, Su poun d s; groun d wheat, 50 
poun d s; groun d barley or oats, 10 
poun d s, an d bon e meal, 5 poun d s. 
With such a ration they will put 
on bod y weight an d fa t 
They will 
go 
in to win ter egg prod uction 
with greater vigor an d vitality as 
a result 


Layin f Hen Has Full, 
Warm an d Glossy Comb 
The comb of a layin g hen will be 
large, full, glossy an d w^arm. 
It 
may be red In color, or it may be 
somewhat pale. On the other han d , 
the comb of a n on -layin g hen will 
be small, cold , pale an d more or 
less scaly with a white d an d ruffy 
scurf. 
In han d lin g bird s d arin g the sum­ 
mer mon ths, great care should be 
taken , too, n ot to frighten them or 
cause them to be overheated d ur­ 
in g the cullin g process. Very often 
poultrymen mishan d le their bird s 
d urin g the cullin g operation an d In ­ 
jure egg prod uction more than they 
sa%'e by the cullin g. 
A good time 
to d o this presen t prod uction cull­ 
in g is after d ark.

THE LONGEST FLIGHT 


Dieudonne Costes, Frenchman, 
took off 
from Paris in his airplane and came to 
earth nearly 5,000 miles away, in Man­ 
churia, northeast of Harbin. 
He has ex­ 
ceeded the prev ious distance record by 
1,000 miles. 
Coste and his companion, a 
mechanic, flew ov er wild Siberian wastes. 
The perils of the enterprise were great. 
Costes has done a great deal of long­ 
distance flying. 
He is notable among 
French airmen. 
He started to cross the 
Atlantic from east to west, but put back 
when he found conditions ov er the open 
sea adv erse, saying that it would hav e 
been foolhardy to oontinue toward the 
United States, or Canada. 
France was worried when sev eral days 
passed without any word of the great 
av iator. It was feared that he had been 
forced to land in some remote, uninhabit­ 
ed section of Siberia, but it dev elops that 
he and his companion are safe, that their 
craft is unharmei. 
His flight adds to 
k nowledge of the distance a large ari- 
plane can trav el without refueling. It is 
practical to that extent. 
♦ ♦ ----------------- 
NOT SELF-SUSTAINING 


Americans hav e always been proud of 
the great extent of their country’s natural 
resources. 
They hav e been told v ery of­ 
ten, the nation is self-sufficient; the fact 
that its territory yields more of such great 
commodities as oil, coal, copper, lumber, 
wheat, cotton and iron than any other na­ 
tion seems to substantiate that statement. 
But modern civ ilization is v ery compli­ 
cated. 
It requires an enormous number 
of products to k eep it going, points out 
the Moberly Monitor-Index. 
So, when 
Theodore Knappen of the Magazine of 
Wall street took the trouble to inv estigate 
the situation the other day, he found him­ 
self driv en to this conclusion: 
"The United Stathes is not self-contain­ 
ed. 
We could not maintain our present 
population with the simplest sort of liv ­ 
ing standards, and we could not exist at 
all according to present standards, if we 
were cut off from the rest of the world.” 
This 
is a surprising 
statement. 
Yet 
Knappen presents figures to back it up. 
The United States is wholly, or almost 
wholly, dependent on other nations for its 
supplies of such essential commodities as 
tin, rubber, chromium, manganese, nick el, 
potash, jute and sugar. 
Some of those are things of which the 
ordinary man hears little. Yet our pres­ 
ent civ ilization could not function without 
them. 
They are things we must hav e, in 
ample measure, if we are to k eep going. 
Realization of this ought to mak e us a 
little bit more willing to turn our minds 
to the question of world peace. 
For this fact—the fact that v re are not 
a self-sustaining nation—obv iously means 
that a war would be v ery bad business. 
To be sure, we might insure our safety 
by building a nav y twice as big as any­ 
one else’s, and by maintaining an enor­ 
mous army; but that would be expensiv e, 
and it might not work anyway. 
It will be easier, and wiser, to see 
that we remain at peace.

LIFE IS CHEAP 


From Cape Girardeau Missourlau. 
Sometime 
during 
the 
latter part of 
August 3,000 Moslems were officially mur­ 
dered in an isolated Chinese prov ince. 
The ev ent is illustrativ e of one thing in 
particular—the cheapness of human life 
among a back ward people. 
The loss of 3.000 liv es in America as 
the result of some great accident, such as 
the sink ing of a ship, a storm, or some 
<^v ent of lik e character, w’ould grip the at­ 
tention of the nation for months, and al­ 
most ev ery person old enough to under- 
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stand our language would hav e some 
realization of the disaster. 
Yet in China 
the execution of 3,000 persons is of such 
little consequence that it requires a full 
month for news of the occurrence to drift 
back to civ ilization. 
Comparativ ely few 
of China’s many millions will ev er k now 
of the happening. 
This is the price of ignorance, the re­ 
sult of the lack 
of progressiv e 
spirit. 
China, a potential giant possessed of 400 
millions of persons whose natural abilities 
hav e been often demonstrated, slumbers 
on, steeped in the ignorance of centuries. 
With all the faults of modern America, 
we may well be thank ful 
for the good 
things we hav e. Highly dev eloped means 
of communication hav e quick ened the im­ 
petus of education and placed a higher 
premium on human life. Newspapers, the 
radio, the telegraph and the telephone 
bring us closer together and giv e us an 
interest in each other which mak es im­ 
possible in America such a tragic happen­ 
ing as the massacre. 
- 


A NEED APPROACHES 
Winter is not here yet but it is on the 
way. 
For most of us cold weather is a mere 
inconv enience, something 
that 
requires 
heav ier clothes, calls for a consumption 
of fuel and occasionally offers handicaps 
to trav el. 
To offset these is thé bracing 
effect of the weather, and the good cheer 
always brought by crack ing flames in the 
fireplace or stov e, if any. Winter isn’t a 
bad season, we feel, not in this happy 
latitude. 
But ev ery city has its poor, this one no 
less than others, the Carthage Press says. 
Cold weather means suffering for people 
who hav e neither fuel nor heav y clothing. 
There will be undernourished children in 
Carthage this winter, shiv ering to school 
in insufficient cltok ing; there will be cold 
and cheerless homes where there is no 
fuel ; there will be want and misery, con­ 
cealed and inconspicuous but no less real 
for all that. 
The suffering of the poor in winter 
cannot be entirely 
prev ented 
but the 
k nown cases can be materially aided by 
organized charity. 
Ev ery 
day 
should 
hav e a competent organization handling 
its charity matters and the members of 
the community should support this gener­ 
ously. 
To fail to do so, or to contribute 
in a niggardly and grudging fashion is to 
all in our duty to our less fortunate fel­ 
lows. 
All this is preliminary to a reminder 
that in a few week s the money will be 
raised for welfare work in Carthage. The 
present is a good time to get yourself in a 
mental state for a proper conrtibution. 
There are few better things for which 
subscriptions can be made than the relief 
of the suffering needy.

SUCCESSORS 
From Hannibal Courier-Post. 
In the best of all possible worlds, which 
ours is conceded 
to 
be 
by 
observ ers 
whose experiences hav e been such as to 
warrant the conclusion, slight imperfec­ 
tions are bound to be apparent from time 
to time. 
That holds ev en for an ideal 
regime lik e that set up under the mili­ 
tary dictatorship in Spain. As ev erybody 
k nows. General Primo de Riv era, who has 
personally conducted' the affairs of the 
nation for some years, has expressed a 
desire to retire, as the shadows of life 
lengthen about him, and leav e the run­ 
ning of the country to other hands. 
Selecting a successor to the general 
should prov e a simple matter. Yet minor 
complications hav e dev eloped. 
Just now 
the aim is to giv e form and substance to 
a party in charge of the leader who would 
prov e a worthy successor and execuate 
with fidelity and dev otion the ideals and 
policies of the dictatorship. 
The point 
has come up for discussion in the national 
assembly and among the ministers. Natur­ 
ally there has been a few differences of 
opinion. 
These are permissible ev en un­ 
der a well-ordered dictatorship. 
But the 
fact of the differences should nev er be 
k nowm, of course. 
That might be detri­ 
mental to the public morale, and to a 
hitherto 
unshak en 
confidence 
in the 
powerful benev olence of the gov ernment. 
Hence, the general tactfully let it be 
k now’n that, while an expression of v aried 
opinions might be tolerated within the 
family, as it \v ere, only such mov es should 
be printed for public consumption as the 
gov ernment 
itself 
approv ed. 
On that 
triv ial issue some ministers and others 
hav e balk ed. 
They want full publicity, 
or none. 
They may get the latter. 
As for the people, it does not mak e 
much difference. 
They are not concern­ 
ed about getting the full facts as to their 
natii)nal affairs, not in Spain at least, it 
seems now. 
That is one reason why the 
general may continue to hav e his way. 
There is, of course,* a better method of 
selecting a successor. 
The general could 
do it himself and sav e annoyance.
